Berlin Shifting 
Men To Brace 
Balkan Defense 


By WILLIAM SMITH WHITE. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—(4)—The 
Germans were reported tonight to 
be rushing 30 divisions, aggregat- 
ing more than 250,000 men, to 
Italy and the Balkans to protect 
themselves from the growing Al- 
lied menace to their southern 
flank. 

Twenty-four of the divisions 
were said to have been dispatched 
to the Balkans and the others to 
Italy. 

These figures came from an in- 
formant who is in clandestine com- 
munication with sources inside 
Germany. While they are, of 
course, not subject to precise con- 
firmation, they stood up well 
against the background of known 
facts. 

The informant said 12 of the di- 
visions were drawn from Hitler’s 
strategic reserve command behind 
the Russian front, while three 
were taken from Norway and one 
from Holland The other 14 were 
said to be of substandard quality, 
made up of youngsters, convales- 
cents and middle-aged men drawn 
from the interior of Germany. 


This wouli bring the German 
troop strength in Italy to about 24 
divisions, while the forces sent to 
the Balkans would largely replace 
the 27 Italian garrison divisions 
lost to Hitler upon Premier Mar- 
shal Pietro Badoglio’s surrender. 

The marshaling of German 
strength in the south was going 
forward urgently at a time when 
the sea approaches to a Balkan in- 
vasion were being steadily cleared 
of the enemy. 

During the day the Nazis them- 
selves ackn®wiledged the loss of 
Sardinia—which could have been 
a stron, barrier between Allied 
forces based in Africa and ob- 
jectives in lower central Europe— 
although they claimed it was 
merely an evacuation. 

Sardinia was the fifth island re- 
ported to have been swept up in 
recent days, Kos, Leros, Samos 
and Castellorize in the Aegean 
having fallen earlier into Allied 
control. ) 

Possession of Sardinia gave the 
Allies a series of good airfields 
from which to bomb the Germans 
in northern Italy and southern 
Europe. 

The campaign of reduction of 
Hitler's island line was accompan- 
jed by guerrilla operations by the 
Yugoslavs along the Adriatic coast. 

Among the reports coming up 
from the south was one that the 
British fleet was in the Aegean 
and this was heard with interest 
in view of recent rumors that the 
British Ninth Army was on the 
move from the Middle East.

Details of the Allied negotia-: 
tions with General Pietro Badoglio 
for the Italian armistice—at a 
time when Mussolini was an Ital- 
ian prisoner—are not known, but 
it is possible that surrender of the 
creator of Fascism was not de- 
manded as prerequisite of a cessa- 
tion of hostilities. 

Mussolini’s escape may prove 
nothing more than a nuisance and 
minor annoyance, but already he 
has attempted—in the broadcast 
which Germans said he made Sat- 
urday—to spread revolution and 
even perhaps assassination in his 
homeland. 

That broadcast called for elimi- 
nation of the “traitors” who went 
over to the new Italian govern- 
ment and of “the plutocracy.” Ba- 
doglio and King Victor Emman- 
uel’s House of Savoy were both 
termed traitorous. 

The call for elimination of the 
“plutocracy” was a deliberate at- 
tempt to range the Italian r 
against the more prosperous Ital- 
ians, a situation which Mussolini 
never permitted to arise while he 
remained in power. 

The presence of Mussolini in 
Germany, however, puts him and 
Hitler in the same nest when the 
Allies go hunting for those two 
prize eggs. 

When it comes time for Ger- 
many to back out of the war the 
Allies may have a complex job 
getting hold of Hitler—Mussolini 
would be a minor consideration 
then—as a first step toward an 
armistice, 

There has been speculation that 
as the Nazis’ collapse neared, the 
German military leaders would 
dump Hitler overboard. 

But President Roosevelt's mes- 
sege to congress Friday made it 
clear Hitler and the German mili- 
ta~y caste would be sunk in the 
Same boat since they had voyaged 
together. Yet the militarists might 
think they could make a deal for 
themselves by sacrificing Hitler.

Newsprint Cut 


Of 5 Per Cent 
Ordered Oct. 1 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(?) 
The War Production Board today 
announced a five per cent cut in 
newspapers’ consumption of news- 


print on October 1 and told pub- 
lishers that “a further, perhaps far 
deeper” curtailment is inevitable 
next year. 

WPB Chairman Donald M. Nel- 
son said that even with the new 
fourth quartér slash, consuftyption 
o. newsprint in that peridd .will 
exceed production by 94,000. tons, 
or about 10 per cent. 

In a report to Representative 
Boren, Demo¢rat, Oklahoma, chair- 
man of the house subcommittee 
investigating newsprint, Nelson 
said WPB has decided to hold the 
curtailment to five per cent in ac- 
cordance with the newspaper in- 
dustry’s wish. But he warned that 
by using up its reserve supplies 
now, the industry must run the 
risk of more drastic cuts next 
year, 

. Suggests Prisoner Aid. 

Nelson said a shortage of man- 
power for cutting of pulp wood 
both in Canada and the United 
States underlies the newsprint sit- 
uation. 

Even if several remedies now 
being applied or under study prove 
.successful—including the use of 
war prisoners and the furloughing 
of Canadian soldiers—no benefits 
can be expected for 10 to 18 
months, Nelson said, because that 
much time is required to convert 
wood to paper 

He indicated disbelief that the 
remedies would be successful un- 
less efforts to increase the cutting 
of pulp wood bring “unanticipat- 
ed favorable results.” 

The newspaper industry advis- 
ory committee recommended Sep- 
tember 2 that the curtailment be 
limited to five per cent on a slid- 
ing scale basis, with larger papers 
suffering a proportionately great- 
er share of the curtailment. The 
newsprint report to Boren was the 
first disclosure that WPB has con- 
curred. 

Propose Budget. 

“Tt is clear,” Nelson’s report 
said, “that there will be less news- 
print in 1944 than in 1943. With 
these facts before them, news- 
paper publishers had the alterna- 
tive of: (A) Budgeting their con- 
sumption immediately to provide 
for a gradual adjustment to the di- 
r.inished supply or (B) consuming 
their reserves more quickly and 
facing a deeper cut later on. They 
have recommended the second al- 
ternative. 

“The WPB decided to accept the 
recommendation because it 
wishes to keep the operations of 
American newspapers at the high- 
est possible levels consistent with 
orderly and equitable distribution. 
We are hopeful that our efforts to 
increase the supply of wood and 
pulp and the efforts of the Cana- 
dians will improve the long-range 
outlook. 

“However, it should be clear 
and everyone concerned should 
understand, that in choosing to use 
its cushion now the industry can- 
not count on borrowing from 
other essential demands to reduce

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 
20.—(AP)—Naples was within sight and within 12-mile artil- 
lery range tonight of the American Fifth Army which cap- 
tured the Sorrento peninsula in a 15-mile advance west of 
Salerno through weakening German resistance, dust, heat 


and mountains. 

All Sardinia was in the hands‘ 
of two Italian divisions which act- 
ed on orders of Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio and chased German ele- 
ments onto the French island of 
Corsica, seven miles north, which 
also appeared untenable. 

A united Nations radio broad- 
cast from Algiers said that the 


} Allied penetration of the Salerno 


area now extended inland 19 
miles. The British Eighth Army 
is joined “in full strength” with 
the Fifth, said the broadcast, 
which was recorded by the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

While the British Eighth Army 
consolidated its junction with 
Lieutenant General Mark W. 
Clark's Fifth Army on the churn- 
ed beaches of Salerno, the British 
Fifth corps in the south captured 
Cioja, 28 miles inland and north- 
west of Taranto, extending the 
Allied hold on southern Italy. 

Blast Convoys. 

Allied air power, particularly 
American invader dive-bombers, 
ripped and tore with high explo- 
sives at German convoys totaling 
as high as 1,800 vehicles retreat- 
ing north of Contursi from the 
center of the Salerno front under 
pressure of the Fifth and Eighth 
armies. Of 1,800 trucks jamming 
the roads in this area, the Allies 
destroyed 109 and damaged 137 
others. 

Seizure of the Sorrento peninsu- 
la flanked the south side of the 
bay of Naples. Sea approaches 
to Italy’s second largest port in 
the shadow of Mt. Vesuvius al- 
ready were firmly commanded by 
the Allies who seized the guardian 
islands of Capri, Ischia and Pro- 
cida on either side of the bay last 
week. 

American 155-mm. “Long Toms” 
of African and Sicilian fame could 
now lob shells into bomb-torn 
Naples at will from the peninsula 
or the islands. The peninsula lies 
12 miles across the bay from 
Naples and its 866,000 people. 
General Clark has said Naples is 
his first objective. 


“The Fifth Army continues to 


extend its bridgehead against de- 
creasing enemy resistance,” 
Allied communique said.

The Eighth Army continues to ad- 
vance from the north.” 

Casualties of the Fifth Army in 
the violent beach battle below 
Salerno were smaller than at first 
feared, headquarters’ indicated. 
Losses were reported light com- 
pared with those inflicted. 

The Berlin radio said that Allied 
forces in the Salerno area had 
been ‘reinforced by three addition- 
al divisions, including two Ameri- 
can, the 82nd airborne division 
and the 3d Infantry division. The 
Ist Canadian division also has 
been placed under Genera! Clark’s 
command, it said. 

British forces attempting to 
thrust northward from Salerno to 
Naples were repulsed twice yes- 
terday, the German broadcast said, 
and added that American attempts 
to outflank the new German po- 
sitions “were frustrated.” 

The Italian naval base of Cas- 
tellammare at the northeast cor- 
ner of the Sorrento peninsula, and 
the important railway city of 
Torre Annunziata, 11 miles north 
of Castellammare, both came with- 
in easy artillery range of Allied 
batteries. Amalfi and other towns 
on the south side of the peninsula 
were taken. 

Piano Captured. 

Among the towns on the penin- 
sula supposedly captured were 
Sorrento, Piano, Positano, Equense 
and Massalubrense. 

The German communique re- 
ported the evacuation of Sar- 
dinia “according to orders and un- 
disturbed by the enemy.” The 
bulletin told of “abortive” British 
attacks in the Salerno area and 
said “farther to the east, the ene- 
my is following up our movements 
only hesitatingly.”

Reports to OPA from Savannah, 
Augusta, Washington, Perry, Co- 
lumbus, Decatur, Conyers, Com- 
merce, LaGrange, Covington, 
Rome and Atlanta’ indicate that 
errors have occurred in assem- 
bling books principally in the 
“BJ and “BRK” series. 

The following description of a 
properly assembled book was re- 
leased by OPA, 

1. War Ration Book Three 
should contain four pages of 
brown stamps. 

2. At the front of the books two 
pages appear ... one page of 24 
brown stamps lettered A through 
F and one page of 24 brown 
stamps lettered N through T. 

3. Two pages of brown stamps 
appear at the back of the book— 
one page of 24 stamps lettered G 
through M and one page of 24 
stamps lettered U through Z. 

4. In the center of the book are 
four pages of small stamps 
marked with airplanes, tanks, 
ships and guns. Each page should 
contain stamps numbered from 1 
to 48, making a total of four pages 
of 48 stamps each. (Except when 
the book has been issued to mili- 
tary personnel, in which case air- 
plane stamps 1 through 4 have 
been detached.) 


King Joins Marshall 


InHittingDraftDelay

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(AP)—Sketching a picture of 


well-trained American armed 


forces poised to strike power- 


ful blows at Japan and Germany, General George C. Mar- 
shall told congress today in a discussion of the father draft 
that it would be dangerous to throw Allied offensives off 
stride by interrupting the flow of inductions for the Army. 


The chief of staff's 
was echoed by Admiral Ernest J. 
King, commander of the United 
States fleet, who declared a re- 
duction in the draft might “ad- 
versely affect the conduct of the 
war” and delay putting ships and 
aircraft into action. 

The two, along with Mayor 
Fiorello LaGuardia, of New York, 
set forth their positions in testi- 
mony before the Senate and House 
Military Committees on a bill by 
Senator Wheeler, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, postponing until January Il 
the drafting of fathers. 

While repeatedly saying that the 
drafting of fathers remained a 
question for manpower officials 
and the selective service, Marshall 
insisted there should be no dis- 
ruption in the schedule of induc- 
tions calculated to place 1,200,000 
additional men in the armed forces 
before the end of the year. 

Briefly, Marshall said that the 
Army is fully trained for the first 
time, that it has the equipment it 
needs and that it has now reached 
the point where it is ready to take 
the offensive on far-flung fronts. 

During this discussion of the 
manpower question, the house 
neared a vote on the Fulbright res- 
olution committing this nation to 
help form an international organi- 
zation strong enough to establish 
and maintain a lasting peace. The 
terse declaration was qualified to 
assure that congress will have the 
right to review any peace-making 
arrangement.

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Badoglio Urges 
Italians To Aid 


German Ouster 


ALGIERS, Sept. 20.—(INS)— 
Premier Marshal Pietro Badoglio 
called on all Italians in a procla- 
mation released today to fight by 
the side of the Allies in the strug- 
gle to oust the Germans from 
Italy. 

The Italian prime minister, who 
had escaped fro mRome to Allied- 
held territory, bitterly denounced 
the Nazis for their creation of a 
“puppet government” designed to 
rule Italy in the name of the Ger- 
man-abducted Benito Mussolini. 

In a statement bordering on a 
declaration of war on Germany, 
Badoglio condemned the Reich for 
having turned the Italian main- 


land into a battleground for the’! 
sake of keeping the war away| 


from the Nazis’ homeland. 
“Therefore,” he declared, “there 
is but one watchword for us all— 


one order alone: ‘Out with the 


Germans!’ ” 

The marshal, at whose. com- 
mand two Italian divisions on 
Sardinia shoved German troops 
out of that strategic island, blunt- 
ly ranged his government and 
armed forces alongside the Allies 
in the war against Italy’s former 
partner. 

Badoglio, himself an _ Italian 
hero of the last war, reminded 
his people that the ultimate Al- 
lied aim was the re-establishment 
of a strong and united Italy. 


Pravda Claims 


‘Anti’ Plea by 


Nazi Generals 


MOSCOW, Sept. 20.—(4)—The 
Communist party newspaper Prav- 
da said today that more than 100 
German generals and other offi- 
cers who lost the Battle of Stalin- 
grad have formed a “union of Ger- 
man officers” and called upon 
their countrymen to overthrow 
Hitler and establish a “govern- 
ment having the confidence of the 
people” and strong enough to 
bring about peace. 

The announcement, reprinted in 
Pravda from the newspaper, “Free 
Germany,” organ of the “National 
Committee of Free Germany,” said 
the officers, who came to Moscow 
September 11 from five Russian 
prisoner-of-war camps to set up 
the union, would form part of the 
national committee. 

Artillery General Walter von 
Seidlitz, who commanded the 5lst 
German army corps at Stalingrad, 
the announcement said, was elect- 
ed chairman of the officer group 
and vice chairman of the national 
committee. 

Calling themselves the “generals 
and officers of the sixth German 
Stalingrad army,” which was an- 
nihilated by the Soviet counter- 
offensive last winter, they appeal- 
ed to the German people and army 
for an end to “the senseless, futile 
war” which “might any day cause 
a national catastrophe.” 

Germany, today, the appeal 
stated, faced a worse isolation 
than in 1918. “It is now necessary 
to save all Germany.”

United Air Lines Ready 
To Spend $18,000,000 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—(#)— 
W. A. Patterson, president of 
United Air Lines, said today that 
his company is prepared to make 
commitments of $18,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 in developments dur- 
ing the first 10 months after the 
end of the war. 

“This is a conservative  esti- 
mate,” he said in a press inter- 
view. “Air transport has a great 
future and I predict it will in- 
cgease five times in the first five 
years after the war, but it will be 
a process of evolution—not revolu- 
tion.” 

Patterson said there was danger 
of overexpansion and _ ill-advised 
financing “unless we are very 
careful of the expansion we under- 
take.” 
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In debate leading to a vote, the 
house members gave powerful bi- 
partisan support to the _ tersely 
worded Fulbright resolution which 
would tell the world that congress 
is ready to support creation of 
“international machinery with 
power adequate to establish and 
to maintain a just and lasting 
peace.” 

The house will reach a vote on 
the resolution tomorrow, after ap- 
proximately two more hours of 
debate. Much of today’s session 
was occupied by time-consuming 
quorum calls and by argument 
over procedure. 

The dominant voice on the loor 
was that of the collaborationists, 
as they blocked efforts of the op- 
position to return the resolution to 
the rules committee and to change 
the procedure for consideration in 
order to permit admendments 
from the floor. 

Majority Leader McCormick, 
Democrat, Massachusetts, set off 
the debate by declaring that the 
resolution would signify “our de- 
termination to take our place as a 
leader of the nations of the world 
in laying the foundations for a 
permanent world peace after this 
conflict is over.” 

Declaring house action was 
“merely a straw vote” because it 
dealt with senate businegs, Rep- 
resentative Tarver, Democrat, 
Georgia, opposed the measure. 

“A house vote is in the nature 
of a Gallup poll to find out how 
we feel as to what senate action 
should be on some treaty yet to 
be formulated and as to whose 
terms we cannot of course be ad- 
vised,” he declared. 

From the galleries packed with 
civilians and service men came a 
round of applause as Representa- 
tive Luther Johnson, Democrat, 
Texas, one of the house veterans, 
called the resolution “No Fourth 
of July declaration,” but a “pledge 
on the part of congress to which 
90 per cent of the American peo- 
ple would subscribe if it was put 
to a vote.” 

Representative Reed, Republi- 
can, New York, one of those who 
attended the Republican foreign 
policy conference at Mackinac 
Island, protested that “sovereign 
rights, constitutional rights are by 
this resolution to be delegated, ef- 
fective at least as a moral obliga- 
tion, to a group of foreign nations 
who will set up machinery in 
which, if we adopted this resolu- 
tion, we will have pledged the 
United States to participate.” 

Just before debate began, the 
Foreign Affairs Committee in a 
las-minute move wrote into the 
resolution a Republican-demanded 
amendment saying, in effect, that 
congress has the power to approve 
or reject any international ar- 
rangement to preserve the peace. 
The qualification was accepted by 
unanimous vote of the committee.

“We have 
intervened decisively against Ger- 
many following on the aggressive 
attitude of the Germans. We are 
co-operating side by side with the 
Anglo-Americans who are now ac- 
cepting our assistance in the task 
of driving the Germans from the 
country. 

“Moreover, the British and 
Americans, our erstwhile com- 
rades of the Piave (scene of Ital- 
ian victory in World War 1) and 
Vittorio Veneto did not hesitate 
to state that their ultimate aim is 
the rebirth of a strong and unit- 
ed Italy and that -they will not 
withdraw their help from us when

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94-Ton Raid 
Hits Japs Hard 
On New Britain 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Tuesday, Sept. 21. —(P)— New 
Guinea and New Britain bases of 
the Japanese most immediately 
menaced by Allied capture of air- 
dromes at Lae and Salamaua have 
begun to rock under an increased 
weight of bombs. 

Today’s communique told of a 
94-ton raid Sunday by Flying For- 
tresses and Liberators in consid- 
erable force on the enemy air- 
drome of Cape Gloucester, which 
is on the westernmost tip of New 
Britain, only about 120 miles 
northeast of Lae. 

These raiders, protected by 
fighters, all got,home after wreck- 
ing five grounded enemy bomb- 
ers and a fighter, destroying two 
antiaircraft positions, silencing a 
third and spreading fires so large 
they could be seen for 70 miles. 

Steadily extending the target 
area of long-range fighters, which 
until recent months never appear- 
ed over New Britain, these units 
of the Fifth Air Force moved up 
the island’s north coast to strafe 
an airdrome, supply dumps, anti- 
aircraft positions and _ surface 
craft in the Kimbe bay area. 

Only 60 miles above newly won 
Lae on the Huon peninsula of New 
Guinea, Mitchells not only drop- 
ped 22 tons of bombs Sunday on 
airdromes and other targets but 
also flew as low as possible so 
their gunners might strafe enemy 
occupied villages and _ surface 
craft near Finschhafen. 

Six hundred miles above Aus- 
tralia, Liberators raided Japanese- 
held Amboina Island, dropping 26 
tons on Ambon. 

In the Solomons area, where air 
activity has been intense, action 
was on a smaller scale. Twelve 
Japanese planes attacked the 
American airfield on Munda on 
New Georgia and American posi- 
tions on Vella Lavella, and two 
enemy planes made a feeble night 
raid on the big Allied base of Port 
Moresby, New Guinea, 

West of Amboina, Liberators 
started fires visible for 30 miles 
among airdrome workshops at 
Namlea on Boeroe Island, which is 
in the Netherlands East Indies. 
Fires of similar intensity were set 
in an Allied raid by medium 
bombers on the airfield of Selaru 
on the Tanibar Islands southeast 
of Amboina. 

Today’s reports emphasized air 
punches delivered in the South- 
west Pacific sector in contrast 
with others recently telling of 
heavy American raids in the South 
Pacific (Solomons). 


China Exposes 
Jap Plot To Kull 
14th Air Force. 


CHUNGKING, Sept. 20.—(4)— 
A Japanese secret service plot to 
assassinate members of the 14th 
U. S. Air Force in China was dlis- 
closed with the announcement that 
a 21-year-old Chinese was ex- 
ecuted today by a firing squad. 

The youth was hired July 15 at 
Pengpu, Anhwei province, by the 
Japanese secret service chief there, 
the Chinese Central News Agency 
reported. He was said to have 
been promised a reward of 100,000 
puppet Chinese dollars if he car- 
ried out an elaborate plan design- 
ed to create an incident between 
the United States and Chinese air 
forces. 

The plot was said to have called 
for the killing of Americans and 
then the distribution of provoca- 
tory leaflets saying that the killing 
was the work of Chinese airmen 
in protest against “unequal treat- 
ment.” 

The agent was supposed to re- 
turn to Pengpu to receive the 
award, 

The news agency said he re- 
ceived 10,000 Chinese dollars and 
16,000 puppet Chinese dollars for 
expenses and left Pengpu July 17. 
He arrived in Chungking August 
19 and was arrested a week later.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—(/)—A 
Super-sensitive electronic mech- 
anism that keeps bombing planes 
on their courses despite cross cur- 
rents, wind variations and air 
blasts from exploding antiaircraft 
shells, was explained publicly for 
the first time here today. 


The device is an automatic elec- 
tronically controlled pilot, said to 
have been “one of America’s best 
kept military secrets.” Details 
were announced only because loss 
of some planes so equipped made 
it reasonable to assume that the 
enemy no longer was in the dark 
about it. 

The improvement, announced 
jointly by the Minneapolis-Honey- 
well Regulator Company and the 
Army Air Forces, who co-operat- 
ed in its development, was credit- 
ed with being one of the factors 
in the bomb devastation in Eu- 
rope and Asia. Its use, a com- 
pany official said at a luncheon, 
is “equivalent to a material in- 
crease in the number of planes 
participating in an attack.” 

Alfred M. Wilson, vice president 
in charge of the company’s aero- 
nautical division, said the auto- 
pilot was designed to “take over 
completely the duties of the pilot 
on bombing runs,” and to “hold 
the plane on a designated course 
without wavering.” It was not de- 
signed to replace pilots, but to give 
them maximum protection, he 
added. 

“Precision bombing requires a 
steady platform because if the 
plane is tipped or otherwise off 
its course at the time the bomb 
is released this tipping or move- 
ment will be imparted to the 
bomb and cause it to miss the tar- 
get.” Wilson explained. 

The autopilot provides an ar- 
tificial tripod to hold the plane on 
the zull’s-eye when bombs are re- 
leased, he said, just as a rifleman 
would use a rest to steady his gun. 

He said the autopilot was re- 
sponsible for reduced time on 
bombing missions, better co-ordi- 
nation of bombardier-pilot teams, 
increased efficiency of the mis- 
sions, and a reduction in pilot fa- 
tigue. 

Development of the device was 
begun when materiel command 
officials at Wright Field, Dayton, 
Ohio, foresaw a need for a modi- 
fied instrument capable of con- 
trolling accurately aircraft on 
high-altitude precision bombing 
missioris, Wilson said. It was ac- 
cepted by the Army Air Force in 
Og@geber, 1941, and for months was 
s ard equipment on American 
heavy bombers and some types of 
bomber-trainer planes.

The feedstuff situation remain- 
ed “tight,” the report added, but 
some easing of the pinch was in- 
dicated by the movement to mar- 
ket of the new crop corn from gulf 
coastal plains areas. 

Willingness of shellers to pay 
premiums over the Commodity 
Credit Corporation schedule to ob- 
tain supplies for early orders con- 
tributed to an average of around 
$150 a ton for best offerings of 
Spanish peanuts, the report added. 

Harvesting in the Virginia-Caro- 
lina belt soon will be in full swing. 
Cattle markets held steady, and 
there was a broad demand for 
hogs in Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama, the WFA noted, but else- 
where in the region prices were 
down.

The attacking German pursuit 
plane appeared to hang high in 
the sky during the battle for Italy. 
Staff Sergeant James Troy Mc- 
Kinley, of Atlanta, squeezed the 
trigger of his B-24 machinegun 
and watched the enemy “melt” in 
midair. 

“When you see them go to 
piecesthat way, you don’t worry 
about that ‘Jerry’ any more,” the 
young flyer said yesterday. He 
has been awarded the Distinguish- 
ed Flying Cross, the Air Medal, 
with six oak leaf crusters, and by 
spending 300 hours of combat fly- 
ing in the air, won himself mem- 
bership in the exclusive “Under- 
privileged Pyramid Builders’ 
Club.” 

Saw Plenty of Action. 

The sergeant, here for a visit 
with his mother, Mrs. C. R. Me- 
Kinley, of 723 Peeples street, S. 
W., can talk about plenty of ac- 
tion in the North African and 
Italian theaters of war—and give 
an interesting account of the first 
All-American raid made against 
the Eternal] City of Rome, prior to 
the fall of Mussolini. 

He was disappointed when the 
bomber he served as engineer and 
gunner was forced to turn back, 
over the shores of Greece, while 
other planes of that flight con- 
tinued into Rumania to blast the 


tion of a lot of vital lubrication 
for Hitler’s war machine. A fail- 
ure of a part of the plane was 
blamed for this turn-back. 

Most sickening experience of 
all this 15 months overseas, Mc- 
Kinley said soberly, was’ seeing 
German fighters machinegunning 
Americans, who had bailed out of 
their plane and were floating 
down over the Mediterranean. 

Friend Among Group. 
“T actually saw the tracers go- 
ing toward them, but couldn’t tell 
whether they were hitting them. 
One of those fellows was a boy I 
knew. I don’t know what happen- 
ed to him.” 

The raid on Rome, Sergeant Mc- 
Kinley explained was an entirely 
volunteer affair. 

“Officers told men in the group 
who were Catholics that if they 
did not wish to make the trip, 
which naturally would take them 
near Vatican City, they were not 
forced to do so,” he said. 

“But we had special orders not 
to let a single bomb fall in Vati- 
can City, and when we were over 
the target, you could locate the 
Holy See plainly by its walls. We 
were careful and didn’t drop any 
bombs there. 

Rome Pretty Target. 

“Rome made a pretty target, 
and we could pick out historic 
buildings and ruins from high in 
the air. We were too high to see 
whether panic was ruling in the 
city, but with block-busters fall-

ing around, it’s a safe bet there 
was plenty of panic. The flak and 


ack-ack was not so heavy or dan- 
gerous, because we were too high, 
and fighter opposition didn’t wor- 
ry us much. 

“Italian fighter planes didn’t 
give us much trouble. We'd just 
play with them. But those Ger- 
man Messerschmidt 109s were 
different. They claim they are 
the hardest plane in the world to 
shoot down, 

“They are heavily armored on 
the belly, and they turn that part 
of the plane to the bomber they 
attack,” the sergeant said. “But 
there is some spot about them 
that is vulnerable. That’s where 
I got the two I know I shot down. 
They just seemed to go to pieces 
in the ais when my burst reached 
them. 

Sweated Over Sicily. 


“Over Sicily, I really sweated 
out one mission. We were jumped 
by about 50 or 60 of the yellow- 
nosed fighters manned by Goe- 
ring’s special fighters. With our 
two wing planes shot down, we 
had to go up into a cloud and 
hide. I heard one of my buddies 
saying, ‘Oh, Lord, I can’t pray, 
but if you can’t help me, please 
dont help those Jerries.’ ” 

Sergeant McKinley won one of 
his awards through an effort to 
save a tail gunner on his plane— 
a young American injured in the 
head with flak while the plane 
was 20,000 feet in the air. 


“He was lying there gasping 
and his oxygen mask was all 
bloody and messed up. I was 
afraid he might be suffering for 
air, and I pulled off my mask and 
put it on him,” he modestly said. 


“IT didn’t feel giddy or anything, 
probably because the plane was 
coming down fast, but I had a bad 
headache after I got to the ground. 
The gunner was dead, however.” 

Escapes Flak Injury. 

“Once when we ran into some 
heavy flak, something came tear- 
ing and whitling through the cush- 
ion on which I was sitting, but it 
didn’t hit me. I found out later 
it was a piece of flak,” he ex- 
plained. 

Once the Atlantan almost was 
reported missing in an official re- 
port. His plane, on the last flight 
he would make before being re- 
lieved after 300 hours in the air 
on attack missions, was damaged, 
landed at Catania, Sicily, after that 
port had fallen to the British.

To Build, or Rebuild 

Naval inventory revealing that the United 
States now possesses 613 warships and 13,459 
other naval vessels emphasizes the statistical 
certainty that, in due course, we shall com- 
pletely smash our enemies and force them to 
that unconditioral surrender which must come. 

In the last three years the number of ves- 
sels in our Navy has been multiplied more 
than 10 times. Furthermore the rate of ship- 
building is still on the increase, we are still 
accelerating our production of every needed 
type of vessel. And, as the needs of war have 
fluctuated, we have been able to change em- 
phasis from one type of ship to another with- 
out slackening the total output. 

Navy spokesmen, in releasing details of this 
inventory, pointed to the key for our coming 
victory when they said, “Ability to billd— 
or, if necessary, to rebuild—on this scale is one 
of the basic advantages which the American 
Navy holds over fleets of all other nations.” 

The Japanese are seeing their total naval 
strength steadily reduced as weydestroy their 
vessels faster than the shipyards of Nippon 
can replace them. 

On the other hand, our fleets are expand- 
ing at unprécedented speed and, even when 
One of our ships goes down in action, we 
have that “ability to rebuild” which is the 
determining force in modern warfare. 

It is probable the war will continue for two 
years, or more, before the enemy surrenders. 
It is certain those two years will be years of 
far greater losses and more bitter sacrifice, for 
us, than any we have yet known. 

But the proof of the certain victory to come 
at the end of the hard and bloody road is to 
be found in such statistics as those given in 
the Navy report and in the Army report by 
General George Marshall, chief of staff, a week 
or two ago.

The Worried Finns 

That the Finns are so worried about war 
developments on the Russian front they are 
rapidly sinking into a literal state of jitters is 
revealed in a dispatch from Stockholm which 
quotes Finnish newspapers and other authori- 
ties in that country. 

The German retreat in Russia, says a Hel- 
sinki newspaper, “is of frightful dimensions, 
worse than the Finns expected.” Further, it 
is stated that the Finnish leaders, as well as 
the people, are alarmed over what may become 
of them in the future, as a “co-belligerent of 
a losing Germany.” 

Such comment by an ally is proof suffi- 
cient that the German retreat in Russia is 
not at all the planned withdrawal to a shorter 
line of defense that the Nazis would have the 
world believe. Rather it is fast assuming the 
character of a rout as the victorious Russian 
armies press closely on the heels of disorgan- 
ized German armies. ’ 

Even if the retreat were, as Goebbels pro- 
claims, a planned withdrawal to a shorter 
defense line, that in itself would be fore- 
warning to Germans that they have lost the 
war they precipitated. For the whole Nazi 
plan was one of conquest. When they admit 
they are on the defense, it means their plans 
have failed. 

The Finns made sad error when they cast 
their lot with the Axis. Perhaps they were, 
as it has been stated, forced to fight with 
Germany. Whatever their past status, how- 
ever, they can now only sue for the most 
merciful terms the Allies will give. And, in 


this case at least, it will be Russia to set forth 


those terms, 

Finland, if she is wise, will get out of the 
war as quickly as possible, on any terms she 
can make. Only by such a course can she 
salvage anything out of her unhappy situation.

The plan of campaign in the war against 
the Japanese in the Pacific involves strategy of 
terrific distances. Objectives are measured in 
hundreds and thousands of miles. The taking 
of Munda, of Lae, of Guadalcanal are impor- 
tant, not only in themselves but because they 
are stepping stones to other strong points ‘n 
the enemy’s perimeter of defense. 

Thus recent naval attacks on the Gilbert 
Islands, on Marcus Island, will eventually be 
revealed as advance moves in the grand strat- 
egy that will eventually wrest from the Japs 
the larger lands they took in the early months 
of the war with the United Nations. Their sig- 
nificance will be revealed by future operations, 

General MacArthur’s men who have won 
such important victories in the Solomons, on 
New Guinea, and in the New Britain group, 
have removed the immediate threat to Aus- 
tralia.

quota. The other ten billion is 
to be bought by insurance com- 
panies, building and loan com- 
panies and other nonbanking or- 
ganizational sources. 

There are various reasons ad- 
vanced for the slowness of indi- 
vidual response to the call for 
purchase of five billion in bonds. 
Undoubtedly one big factor is the 
September 15 income tax pay- 
ments which many people 
thought would not be required 
under the new tax withholding 
law. Money which would other- 
wise have gone into bonds is go- 
ing to the treasury in the form 
of tax payments instead. 

One big factor often overlook- 
ed, however, is that of the 20 
million persons in the -country 
whose incomes have not increased 
during the war. These are the sal- 
aried workers whose rates of pay 
have been frozen by the OPA. 
They are the ones who are bear- 
ing a large share of the financial 
burden of war. Their taxes have 
been increased until they are hard 
hit. Each rise in the cost of liv- 
ing, even though small, is hard- 
est on this group. They are the 
ones who are struggling to their 
utmost to pay their just debts, 
to meet all tax obligations and do 
their full duty in any line of war 
endeavor that comes their way. 
They are the ones who want to 
buy bonds but cannot, the ones 
who, given any surplus. cash, 
would eagerly and gladly put it 
into the bonds, but who have no 
surplus over bare essential re- 
quirements for living.

First 
you disqualify the members of a 
race, then the believers in a creed, 
then one more group after an- 
other, each time by a majority of 
the popular vote of the remaining 
citizens or by a majority vote of 
the chosen representatives in con- 
gress. And, finally, you could 
have here a fair reproduction of 
the Hitler state, arrived at through 
the process of democracy. 

Georgia’s recent decision, wise 
or unwise, to enfranchise kids of 
18, points out that we do place 
limitations on the rights of classes 
of human beings. ‘ In some cases, 
it is very unjust to deny an in- 
telligent, decent kid of 18 the right 
to vote or even the right to Rold 
public office while his opposite 
number, some illiterate, useless 
old drunkard, let us say, is allow- 
ed to vote, and, theoretically is 
qualified for: the presidency. We 
could, without violating the prin- 
ciples of democracy, decide that 
persons above the age of 60 or 
the top draft age, 38, are no long- 
er qualified to exercise the privi- 
leges of citizenship. For a long 
period of the life of this repub- 
lic, slavery was a legal and re 
spected institution and in 1861 
a constitutional amendment was 
proposed which would have for- 
bidden the people, themselves, 
ever to adopt the thirteenth 
amendment, ratified four years 
later, abolishing slavery. It failed, 
of course, but had it been adopt- 
ed, it would then have been un- 
constitutional to abolish an insti- 
tution which has been widely and 
deeply abhorred as undemocratic 
although it is nothing of the kind. 
And it was not until 1920 that 
women were granted the right to 
vote. 


Our constant tendency 
Could has been toward great- 
er extension of the 
Reverse rights of citizenship 
but that is something that comes 
out of the nature of our people 
and it is not inherent in democ- 
racy at all. We could go sharply 
into reverse without violating de- 
mocracy. We :could re-establish 
slayery and disenfranchise wom- 
en by pure democratic procedure. 

You may think I am obsessed, 
which is neither here nor there, 
but wé have gone into reverse in 
some of our unions and with the 
tacit approval and connivance ol 
our government. Many unions 
have what they class B-class and 
C-class subsidiaries and, in their 
big national conventions, violate 
the principle defined by a cockney 
cab driver at a time when reform 
was rife in England as the prin- 
ciple of “one bloody man, one 
bloody vote.” These B-class and 
C-class locals are robot groups 
having one vote per unit, even 
though there be 5,000 members 
in the unit. But the locals of the 
aristocracy, which live by the Hit- 
lerian principle of the master race, 
are represented by one vote per 
member in their national conven- 
tions. The unioneers who defend 
this ratio would call you a dirty 
Fascist if you were to suggest that 
any element of our people be 
limited to Class B or Class C citl- 
zenship with onty one 5-1,000th of 
a vote in public elections, with 
skill or occupation as the basis of 
this rating, which is the basis they 
use in their unions. 

The boilermakers keep Negroes 
in a sub-human status in their un- 
ion and if they want to argue that 
this is the democratic way I will 
not take issue. I think it is quite 
democratic. The majority, who 
happened to be whites, adopted 
this provision and, under the 
principle of majority rule, which 
is the essence of democracy, they 
are right.

this country is question the perfect 
justice and beauty of democracy. 
Many of our people think there is 
no ground, no _ alternative, be- 
tween democracy and Hitlerism or 
Stalinism but the fact is that our 
government, the system that we 
love as a faith and a way of life, 
is not democracy but something 
much better, somehow, we have 
neglected to give a name to. It 
contains the good that is in de- 
mocracy but many improvements 
as well wrought by generations of 
American people to repress the 
evils of democracy.

ONE WORD MORE

“WORKIN’, NOT WEEPIN’” I tore out an article from the 
Butler Herald the other day 
and put it in my pocket. It purported to be, and for all | know 
may be, a true story obtained from a neighboring state: 

“In rural section of a neighbor state it is said a woman was 
hoeing in front of her weather-beaten house. A 
neighbor stopped and leaned on the fence, 
‘Effie May,’ she said, ‘it ain’t fittenm for you to 
be hoein’ out here today when the whole town 
knows that you just had a letter from the gow 
ernment sayin’ Jim’s layin’ dead in one of 
them furrin heathen lands. It just ain’t fitten.” 

“Effie May leaned on the hoe and looked 
at her neighbor with bleak, level eyes. ‘Friend,’ 
she said, ‘1 know you mean well, but you just 
don’t understand. This is Jim’s land, and it 
rejoiced his heart to see green things growin’ 
because it meant that his maw and the 
young’ns would be eatin’. This is his hoe, 
and when I’m hoein’ I can almost feei his big, 
strong hands under mine, and hear his voice 
saying’, “That’s good, Maw, that’s good.” I 
can’t afford any stone monument for Jim. 
Workin’, not weepin’, is the only headstone I 

can give him. So if you don’t mind, neighbor, I'll do my grievin’ 
in my own way.” 

It is almost too good to be true. I imagine it must have been 
dressed up just a little: Yet, one knows, instinctively, that if it 
was not actually said, it has been felt and is being felt by thow 
sands of farm people who can find relief from sorrow and surcease 
from mental pain by going out and working at the familiar old 
tasks. The handle of the hoe could feel like the arm of an. old, 
and comforting, friend. So, it is good that someone has put it into 
words. It is just a little too pat, a little too perfect, to have hap 
pened just the way the story relates it. But all of it has happened, 
and is happening, day after day on small farms and large when the 
telegram comes beginning, “I regret. to inform you—” 

If it did happen, I would like to go tale with that woman. I 
would like to spend a day talking with her, because, if there is 
such-a woman, God has made her a great philosopher and given her 


wisdom beyond compare. 
“1 AM PROUD TO KNOW” On my desk is a letter which I 
have kept for a while. It is 
from an Atlanta woman and it reads: “I have received a wire from 
Major General Ulio expressing his sympathy and informing me that 
my husband was killed in action on July 10. I just wanted you 
to know that I appreciated. your letter and that | am proud Al was 
doing the one thing that meant more to him than anything else— 
fighting for his country to keep it free. I do not want a letter 
of sympathy. I appreciate it, but I want to believe that he’s just 
away and that some day I'll go to him in a better world where 
we won’t have to worry about wars to separate us. I’m proud of 
him and I’m going to do my best by buying bonds. I get one each 
month and am going to try to raise it. I’m going to do all I can 
to see that he did not die in vain.” 

This woman, being more articulate, could rationalize her grief 
and find relief in expression as fine as that of the unlettered farm 
woman who could best express herself by going out and working 
at one of the wearing jobs of a farm—hoeing the rows of a crop 
and feeling in the worn handle of the hoe some close kinship and 
relationship with the person gone. 

Grief is always with us, but in war it comes, of course, with 
greater frequency. One person who had experienced both told 
me that the grief of a death in war was easier to bear than one of 
a child or some person who had a long, hard, suffering illness. 
A death with dignity, he said, is easier to bear than one which 
wears out the person on whom death waits, stripping from him or 
her all strength and will and leaving only pain and suffering across 
weary weeks and months, leaving that person nothing with which 
to greet death when finally it comes. “My son died,” he said, “of 
a bullet as he was running forward in an advance. That death hurt 
me, but I could take it better than that of my child who died slowly 
and in long weeks of pain. I can imagine him running and meet- 
ing the bullet and dying quickly in the fullness of his strength and 
purpose. It was not a bad death, but one of great dignity and 
strength. I can think of him as always going on and on, having 
died well for a cause.” 

There is not much one can say. There is no advice to give. 
Each person must meet grief more or less alone and more or less 
according to his own pattern. 


THOSE WHO WAIT I sometimes think that perhaps the lot 
of those who wait is the worst. One 


of the sages said, “All wisdom may be reduced to two words—wait 
and hope.” Hope is the support of those who receive the message 
which says, “Missing.” They live and die a thousand deaths while 
they wait. Hope is replaced by despair. Despair by hope. 

On my desk is a letter from a mother in south Georgia which 
sa7e, “Can you suggest anything I can do? I am about to lose my 
mind.” 

It is an impossible thing to answer. Obviously, for the sake 
of herself and her family, she must not break down and become 
a nervous invalid. There is only one thing to do, and that is to 
say, “He may be alive. There is real reason to have hope. I will 
wait until I know. It may be months before I know. When I do 
know, if the information is that he is dead, I will know that he 
died for something; that he. will not suffer anything else; that he 
has had his life and, while it was short, he lived it up usefully. 
Meanwhile, I am left and the fact that I am left indicates there is 
a job for me to do. I must carry on without giving way. There 
is a purpose to all things. It is not given us to know all things. 
There must be faith. I will try to live by it.” 

That isn’t adequate. Nothing is. Almost anything one says or 
puts down in words seems strained or overdone or maudlin. I have 
had a number of letters about grief and about death of sons in 
battle and I simply do not know how to answer them. The un- 
lettered farm mother who went out and hoed, the wife who could 
rationalize her grief into terms which comforted her, the mother 
who could not rationalize her grief but could only give way and 
fear she was losing her mind—all these are but a few of those 
who must meet the news. There isn’t much one can do to help.

That tends to the middle class, but something more is needed 
for the poor. They, too, appreciate beauty but simply can’t afford it 

The means of supplying them is now available if somebody in 
the art world can be made to see that may quick little profits 
are better than a few slow big profits.

A complete 
new system of 
industrial pro- 
cedure in Wash- 
ington was an- 
nounced today. 

It will be 
known as the 

RQD, or Request, Quandary, and 
Deferment Plan. The plan is sim- 
plicity itself, centering around 173 
Requirement A-encies, with more 
to come. Each Requirement 
Agency is subdivided into Bu- 
reaus, Divisions, Branches, Sec- 
tions, Units, and People. The last 
item is an innovation, being tried 
for the first time in this country. 
Authorities differ, of course, as to 
if and how this feature will work. 

The RQD organization has been 
assigned quarters in the Pentagon 
building, which unfortunately has 
space enough to house only some 
of the more important Agencies. 
The Army has been moved out of 
Pentagon and is housed in tents 
down by the Potomac river. It is 
now known as the Second Army 
of the Potomac. 

A brief description of RQD is as 
follows: If you want to procure 
materials, you make a request on 
Form IQ-978. One copy goes to 
the Producer of such materials, 
one copy to the proper Require- 
ment Agency, if known. (If not 
known, ask either the U. S. Bu- 
reau of Information or the night 
doorman at the Carlton Hotel.) 
One copy gces to the Washington 
Zoo, one copy to Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
sick aunt in Peekshill, N. Y., and 
one to the National Youth Admin- 
istration. 

The producer now reprints 10,- 
000 copies for distribution among 
the recognized official authorities 
in Washington. Then he puts a 
copy in his pocket and starts for 
Washington. Last Thursday a 
prominent manufacturer entered 
the Pentagon building at 10 a. m. 
When he found his way out it was 
Saturday afternoon and he was in 
Philadelphia.

Russian Encirclement 


Story Attacked by Berle 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(/) 
The State Department considers 
the idea of a cordon sanitaire 
against Soviet Russia as “absurd,” 
Assistant Secretary of State Adolf 


A. Berle Jr. has informed the for- 
mer Rumanian minister here, 
Charles A. Davila. 

The statement was made in re- 
ply to a letter from Davila incor- 
porating the latter’s protest against 
a columnist’s assertion that the 
State Department turned an “icy 
cold shoulder,” to exiled Balkan 
leaders advocating friendly rela- 
tions between their countries and 
Russia. 

In his reply to Davila, dated 
September 17, Berle assured him 
he had stated the facts correctly;

and disgusted” at rumors the de- 
partment had ever considered the 
idea of a cordon sanitaire.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—() 
The men and women who “keep 
‘em flying” were credited today 
with doing their job so well that 
when the Army Air Forces roared 
into the final phase of the Tuni- 
sian campaign only 19 planes were 
left grounded for lack of parts. 


Credit was given the Air Serv- 
ice Command in an Off'ce of War 
Information report spotlighting 
the behind-the-scenes work of 
keeping planes in fighting trim. 

Major General Walter H. Frank, 
commanding general of the ASC, 
said the present overseas record 
is approximately 5 per cent of our 
planes grounded for lack of spares. 

Detailing a vast system of stra- 
tegically located supply depots, 
the report told of a stockpile of 
400,000 different supply items, any 
of which'may be rushed to a com- 
bat area on brief notice. For this 
service, the command maintains a 
personnel of approximately 300,- 
000 civilians and tens of thousands 
of officers and enlisted men. 

“We feel that our job is an in- 
separable part of every air battle 
fought by American airmen 
throughout the world,” said Frank. 
“It is our duty to keep America’s 
planes combat-worthy; to guaran- 
tee our flyers that when they go 
into battle their planes are in top 
condition. We are the guardians 
of the ‘aces’—the unseen protec- 
tors of the men who wear the Sil- 
ver Wings.” 

That the Air Service Command 
fills orders promptly is indicated 
by this example cited by OWI:

Here on the home front we still 
don’t know what hardship is. We 
are living soft and too many of 
us are soft. If we had to go 
through what the nurses on Ba- 
taan went through, I don’t believe 
we could take it. 

Those may sound like harsh 
words but it’s the way you feel 
after talking with Lieutenant Eu- 
nice Hatchitt, Army nurse, back 
home from the horror of the his- 
toric island fortress. Let’s just 
contrast living them during those 
last days with our so-called de- 
privations. 

The food rationing is terrible, 
isn’t it? Well,.on Bataan the main 
dish, for months, was rice, un- 
polished rice, and probably ve 
little else. “In fact that is 
what saved us. But you can’t live 
on that kind of food,” the lieu- 
tenant stated bluntly. “I don’t 
mean the nurses as much as the 
fighting men. We all starved to 
death. Was I hungry? You bet I 
was hungry, Food was the thing 
we missed most.” 

In a few weeks she lost nine 
pounds—that’s one way to reduce! 
The nine pounds may not seem 
like a great deal until you hear 
that she is five feet, five and one- 
quarter inches tall, and considers 
118 pounds normal weight.

In addition, they help the Red Cross personnel with all daytime 
and evening activities, which make this a good place to enjoy your- 
self and to forget the work you have been doing, and will.soon be 
doing again.

19 months without news, she has just heard from him. , 

One of the most interesting types of training which I have seen 
was an exhibition by a group of engineers on landing operations.

Gunner Wounded in Both Legs 
Douses Fire and Saves Bomber

TURNER FIELD, ALBANY, 
Ga., Sept. 20.—Exploits of the gun 
crew of the battle-scarred B-26, 
“Jalbo, Sky King the 2d,” which 
came here last week on a nation- 
wide tour, read much like a chill- 
er-thriller from a paper pulp dime 
novel. 

Every enlisted man—like the 
officers of the bomber—had his 
nerve-racking experiences aboard 
the ship which blasted its way 
through shell-racked heavens in 
the European theater. 

“Some were amusing experi- 
ences, others were enough to turn 
your hair gray,” said Staff Ser- 
geant Vernon W. Ohland, who got 
his share of action on 16 missions 
with the B-26 over Tunisia and 
Sicily and Pantelleria and other 
sectors. 

The youthful Spokane ( Wash.) 
gunners chest is loaded down 
with decorations. He has the Sil- 
ver Star for gallantry in action, 
the Purple Heart, the Air Medal 
and two Oak Leaf Clusters. 

Won't Crow. 

He—typical of American heroes 
—won't crow about his heroic ac- 
tions. But in winning the Silver 
Star and Purple Heart Sergeant 
Ohland not only saved his own life 
—but the lives of the entire crew. 
And he saved the “Sky King” to 
go out and spread more devasta- 
tion on Axis docks, shipping, am- 
munition dumps and factories. 

His fellow crewmates tell of his 
valor. It happened approximately 
50 miles off the Tunisian coast, It 
was Ohland’s seventh mission. 
Their ship was on an important 
“sea sweep”’—looking out for an 
enemy convoy with one object in 
view—stop it. 

Captain Erwin was at the con- 
trols of the ship. Pursuits were 
spitting out hot stuff at the 
“Jalbo.” Flak from every ship 
tore through the wings and fuse- 
lage. The right wing burst into 
flame. Sergeant Ohland was at 
his tail-gunner’s post, blasting 
Nazi pursuits—109’s, 210’s and 
110's—not one, not two—but 25 
or more. 

A Messerschmitt zoomed in 
close and let out a spurt from beth 
guns. Something hot pierced Oh- 
land’s left leg. He was hit. He 
swore a liftle—then went right 
back to pressing his finger on his 
gun. Ohland turned back and saw 
the bomb bay all ablaze. Then— 
a second later, he fell, more slugs 
tearing into the flesh and bone of 
his other leg. 

He couldn't carry on at his gun 
position, or even stand—but his 
shipmates were busy beating off 
the Nazi pursuits. The fire was 
spreading. Ohland, bleeding bad- 
ly, eyed the first extinguisher in 
the front of the ship. It was a 
long way off for a guy with both 
legs shot out from under him. But 
he went after it. 

He crawled on his hands and 
knees—and mostly his stomach. 
But he got it. He got the ex- 
tinguisher and crawled all the 
way back to the blaze and put 
it out. And the “Jalbo” went 
right ahead to its objective. 

Decorated. 

Ohland was decorated for his 
bravery with the Silver Star and 
Purple Heart. But he looks at it 
as “merely in a man’s line of 
duty.” “You know,” he observed, 
“up there, nobody’s an individ- 
ual. You've got to be a team. 
You've got to be in complete co- 
ordination at all times. If not— 
you're a dead pigeon.” 

All of the men who visited 
Turner emphasized the need for 
formation flying in actual combat. 
Perhaps none realizes the _ true 
walue of formation flying—pro- 
perly co-ordinated flying, that is 
—than does Technical Sergeant 
Chester M. Allen, radio-gunner, 
who had an experience that few 
have lived to tell. 

Allen, of McArthur, Ohio, took 
part in 25 operational missions. 
He has seen plenty of hell over 
Sicily, Lampedusa and other sec- 
tors of the North African battle 
arena. He now wears the Ajir 
Medal and Four Oak ueaf Clus- 
ters. 

“But the thing that gave me my 
biggest thrill and biggest 
scare happened without a 
shot being fired, over Tripoli last 
New Year's Day,” Allen tells. 

He fell out of the turret gun 
seat of the “Jalbo” 5,000 feet up 
—without parachute on! 

“We were in a raid over Tripoli 
—right over the target, as a mat- 
ter of fact,.”’ Allen related. “I was 
seated in my turret gun position 


plane and sent me flying all the 
way through the plane and down 
the camera hatch. Luckily for 
me, I managed to grab hold of 
the nozzle of the gun under the 
belly,” Allen said. 

From there on it was a battle. 
He fought to keep from falling, 
ripping the sights off the gun, 
grabbing ... grabbing... and 
slipping every moment. But the 
ship—miraculously—w ent into a 
dive, throwing Allen right back 
into the ship. 

“T was hanging out of the ship 
for only about five seconds,” Al- 
len said, “but believe you me it 
seemed like five years!” 

On 17 Raids. 

Technical Sergeant Hugh A. 
Jones, engineer-gunner, of Clay- 
mont, Del., got his gunnery train- 
ing at Panama City, Fla., and has 
been on 17 raids. A wearer of 
the Air Medal and two Oak Leaf 
Clusters, Sergeant Jones observed 
that “Nazi pilots are damn good. 
They’ve had a lot more experience 
in the air than we have and really 
know how to handle ships,” he 
said. 

Contrary to the belief that pi- 
lots, bombardiers and gunners are 
“scared stiff’? on their first mis- 
sion, Sergeant Jones debunked 
that by saying, “It’s the second 
one that really gets you jittery. 
Your first operational mission isn’t 
bad at all, since you don’t know 
what to expect. But, going out 
on that second one really is nerve- 
racking. You’ve already had a 
taste of fire and you're all teed- 
up, you're eager and you’re plenty 
excited on that second one.” 

The only non-combatant mem- 
ber of the crew to accompany the 
“Sky Kings” men on their tour 
of the country is Master Sergeant 
Virgil W. Galloway, the ship's 
flight chief of Tallassee, Ala. 

“I'm the ‘ground hog’ of this 
bunch,” Sergeant Galloway readily 
admits. There’s no glory no ac- 
tion, no nothing for us men of 
the ground crew—but we've got a 
big job, too. We ‘sweat out’ our 
ship—wait and pray for it to come 
back. Then we patch her up again 
and have her ready for another 
mission. Then we start right in 
‘sweating’ her out again.” 


/ 
Sergeant Galloway emphasized 


that the job of air mechanics sta- 
tioned in the states is just as im- 
portant as those on overseas duty. 
He stressed the fact that mechan- 
ics here should work on a ship 
for a routine training flight just 
as if it were going on a mission 
in a theater of operations. 
Credit Pilots. 

“But we don’t take any credit 
away from the pilots or navigators 
or bombardiers or gunners,” the 
flight chief said. 

All of the men who stopped at 
Turher with the “Jalbo” were orig- 
inally stationed in England. The 
ship and its crew arrived in Africa 
about a week after the invasion 
and used a spot “somewhere in 
North Africa” as base of their 
operations. 

“Jalbo” has been on 37 missions, 
riddled numbers of times and set 
aflame, but she was always ready 
for more duty. Sergeant Jones re- 
called that when they first arrived 
in Africa, the crew had to do all 
its own maintenance work on the 
ship. Pilots, bombardiers, gunners 
—officers and enlisted men alike 
—worked hand-in-hand on their. 
ship, repairing it, loading bombs, 
filling it up with gas from five- 
gallon tins—then went out to bomb 
and fight—and came right back 


and did the maintenance work all 


over again. 

Living conditions in the North 
African area aren't “too bad,” ac- 
cording to the gunners. They live 
mostly on “C” rations, consisting 
primarily of meat, vegetable hash, 
crackers and tea. They lived in 
pup tents and slept on the ground 
or improvised cots made of bomb 
crates. 

There wasn’t much.to do during 
their spare, time. No movies any- 
where near their base. Playing 
cards and writing letters took up 
most of their time, while Sergeant 
Allen got himself a first-hand view 
of Africa from the seat of his mo- 
torcycle. During his leisure time, 
Allen went sight-seeing in Africa 
with his ‘cycle, covering over 30,- 
000 miles of the sweltering con- 
tinent. 

All had praise for the ability 
and marksmanship of German pi- 
lots and gunners.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa.—It was soon after crossing into 
Iowa, coming south, that I gradually became conscious of the 


wind. 


I don’t know whether you know that long, sad wind that

blows so steadily across the thousands of miles of midwest 


flat lands in the summertime. 


for you to understand the feeling I have about it. 


If you don’t, it will be hard 
Even if 


you do know it, you may not understand. Because maybe 


the wind is only a symbol. 

But to me the summer wind in 
the midwest is one of the most 
melancholy things in all life. It 
comes from so far, and it blows 
so gently and yet so relentlessly. 
It rustles the leaves and 
branches of the maple trees in a 
sort of symphony of sadness. And 
it doesn’t pass on and leave them 
silly. No, it just keeps coming, 
like the infinite flow of Old Man 
River. 

You could, and you do, wear 
out your lifetime on the dusty 
plains with that wind of futility 
blowing in your face. And when 
you are worn out and gone, the 
wind, still saying nothing, still so 
gentle and sad and timeless, is 
still blowing across the prairies, 
and will blow in the faces of the 
little men that follow you, for- 
ever. That is it, the endlessness 
of it. It is a symbol of eternity. 

Back on the Farm. 

As soon as I became conscious 
of the wind in Iowa, I was back 
in character as an Indiana farm 
boy again. Like dreams came the 
memories the wind brought. I lay 
again on the ground under the 
shade trees at noontime, with 
my half-hour for rest before go- 
ing back to the fields, and the 
wind and the sun and the hot 
rura! silence made me sleepy, and 
yet I couldn't sleep for the wind 
in the trees. For the wind was 
like the afternoon ahead that 
would never end, and the days 
and the summers and even the 
lifetimes that would flow on for- 
ever, tiredly, patiently 

No, I see it’s a bad job, me 
trying to make you see something 
that only I can ever feel. It is 
just one of those petty impres- 
sions that will form in a child’s 
mind, and grow and stay with him 
through a lifetime, even playing 
its part in his character and his 
manner of thinking, and he can 
never explain it. 

Snakes. 

So let's drop the wind, and 
talk about snakes. There’s an- 
other impression that has come up 
with me out of childhood. I have 
a horror of snakes that verges on 
the irrational. I’m not afraid oi 
being killed by a snake. It isn’t 
that kind of fear. It’s a horrible, 
unnatural mania for getting away, 
and it is induced in equal quan- 
tities by a six-inch garden snake 
and a six-foot rattler. 

Il happened to think about snakes 
because, in 15,000 miles of driving 
this year, I had not seen a snake 
until I drove through southern 
Minnesota. And there, in less 
than two hours, I counted 14 
stmkes on the road. 

Ask my mother about snakes. 
She'll tell you the snake story, 
probably. In all the years I have 
been away, she never fails to tell 
it over again when 1 am there on 
a visit. 

1 was a little fellow, maybe 
four or five. My father was plow- 
ing at the far end of our farm, 
a half-mile from the house. I was 
walking along behind the plow, 
barefooted, in the fresh soft fur- 
row. 

Goes for Wild Roses. 


He had just started the field, 
and was plowing near a weedy 
fence-row. Red, wild roses were 
growing there. I asked my father 
for his pocketknife, so I could 
cut some of the roses to take back 
to the house. 

He gave it to me and went on 
plowing. I sat down in the grass 
and started cutting off the roses. 
Then it happened in a flash. A 
A blue racer came looping through 
the grass at me. I already had my 
horror of snakes at that tender 
age. It must have been born in me. 
] screamed, threw the knife away, 
and ran as fast as I could. 

Then I remembered my father’s 
knife. I crept back over the plow- 
ed ground till I found it. He had 
heard me scream and had stopped.

Douglas Pilot 
Helps Destroy 


German Planes 


Lieutenant Thurman C. Duvall, 
of Douglas, Ga. was among 
American fighter pilots who de- 
stroyed a dozen German Messer- 
schmitts they surprised on a field 
below Rome, the Associated Press 
reported yesterday from an Amer- 
ican fighter plane base in Italy. 

“We had been patrolling north 
and east of Salerno looking for 
road convoys and when we didn’t 
see anything worth going after we 
went on further until was saw 
this field,” said Lieutenant John 
Gee, of Cropsey, Ill., the flight 
leader. 

“It had been visited by our 
bombers and some 10 or a dozen 
big enemy ships had been knock- 
ed out on the field. But we also 
saw that some 20 to 25 Mes- 
serschmitts had just landed and 
hadn't had time to disperse. 

“They were in two groups. We 
buzzed down on them. Three of 
our ships scored direct hits on one 
group and there was a very near 
miss on the other group. 

“All you could see was. parts 
and dust from the first group. We 
circled around and could see the 
first group was completely wiped 
out. We would say conservatively 
that we destroyed 12 planes and 
damaged several others. 

“We had dived to within a few 
hundred. feet before pulling out. 
Some soldiers standing in front of 
the operations building dived for 
cover. They put up quite a bit of 
small arms and machinegun fire. 
but we got away before they got 
organized.”
